In the Unitee States hundreds of 
millions of pheasants have been bred 
in captivity and in the wild; and in 
some states as many as 500,000 cocks 
are bagged legitimately each year dur- 
ing the open seasons, In Canada, now 
that proper breeding, rearing, holding 
and releasing methods have been dev, 
eloped, millions of pheasants will be 
raised annually and the problem of 
game conservation will be considerab- 
ly lessened, To sportsmen, business 
men, farmers and game breeders phea- 
sant raising offers a pleasant and re- 
munerative hobby. It is one that 
may be engaged in with very slight 
initial expense and one that is entirely 
practical for this country. 

The rearing of pheasants has long 
veen considered difficult, but with 
newer and simpler methods now ava- 
ilable, these game birds may be hatch- 
ed, reared and held as easily as any 
other poultry. They require the same 
food as other poultry and are much 
hardier. It all parts of Canada phea- 
sants are now being raised successfully 
and the results in adding tothe sport- 
ing resources of Canada are becoming 
each year more noticeable, 

Canadians during recent years have 
and more alive to the 
need for restoring the now depleted 
stock of game birds by introducing 
foreign birds that will propagate and 
increase the total amount of game 
available. Foreign birds that have 
been found suitable for certain parts 
of the country include the pheasants, 
quail, Chukor and Hungarian part- 
ridges, and wild turkeys. Of these the 
pheasant is the most suited to Can- 
adian conditions. It is wary, cunning, 
fast on the wing with a quick get-a

In contrast with experiences in oth- 
er new oil fields, producers in the Tur- 
ner Valley have at all times enjoyed a 
good market at fair prices for their 
production, Of course the price was 
reduced somewhat when it became 
necessary toexpand the market for 
Turner Valley crude. This had to be 
done to eover the additional carriage 
charges entailed by moving the oil 
further afield. Pipe lines, railways 
and refiners shared the reduction with 
the producers. The consumer bene. 
fitted by substantially lower prices for 
products, 

It was inevitable that the retiner 
could not immediately buy all the oil 
the Turner Valley could produce, So 
purchases were pro-rated to the needs 
[of the market, but atall times every 
producer could enjoy his fair share of 
the market at a fair price.
